More  recently  it 
has  also  become  known  for  its  exceptionally  fine 
dining  as  it  powers  on  as  a  social  and  cultural  hub  for 
the  business  and  professional  people  of  Sydney. 

One  of  the  regular  events  at  tattersalls  that  combines 
centuries  old  sporting  tradition  with  modern  comforts 
is  the  Black  Tie  Boxing  Evening.  And  yes,  gentlemen, 
another  one  is  coming  up  and  you’ll  need  to  book 
soon.  Ask  any  member  who  attends  and  you’ll 
understand  why  these  are  always  sell-out  events. 

The  big  night  is  Friday  the  10th  of  May  and  on  the 
night  our  chef  presents  a  spectacular  Gentlemen’s 


Menu  with  carefully  matched  wines  served  by  our 
lovely  hostesses. 

The  fighters  for  the  7  bouts  (fully  sanctioned  by  the  ABA 
NSW  Branch)  will  be  organised  by  the  PCYC  who  are 
also  the  main  beneficiaries  of  proceeds  of  the  evening. 

Tickets  go  on  sale  on  Tuesday  2nd  of  April  and  seats 
are  strictly  limited,  so  it  will  be  first  come  first  served. 
Members  can  request  as  many  seats  as  they  like. 
Seats  will  be  confirmed  a  month  before  the  night  and 
costs  will  be  debited  to  the  Members  House  Account. 
There  will  be  no  cancellation  after  confirmation  in 
accordance  with  the  new  regulations  outlined  on  Page  4. 
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Like  most  of  us,  I  suppose,  i  have  many 
friends  and  business  acquaintances  who 
are  members  of  the  other  main  city  clubs, 
the  Australian  Club,  the  Union  Club,  the 
University  and  Schools  Club  and  the  Royal 
Automobile  Club.

Former  business  partners  and  clients  of  mine  have 
served  on  the  committees  of  these  clubs  and,  from  time 
to  time,  I  have  been  invited  to  join  them. 

I  have  been  told  that  they  have  excellent  dining  facilities 
with  great  views  of  the  Harbour  (and  they  do),  that  their 
bars  are  great  places  for  networking  (which  no  doubt  they 
are),  or  that  they  are  more  convenient  to  the  CBD  which 
nowadays  is  said  to  be  north  of  King  Street. 

I  have  thought  about  all  this  and  have  decided  that  I  do 
not  regard  my  club  simply  as  an  extension  of  my 
business,  nor  as  just  an  exclusive  place  to  dine.  It  may 
well  be  both  of  these  things  occasionally,  but 
coincidentally.  My  club  is  not  as  close  to  the  CBD  as  the 
other  fine  clubs,  but  I  have  the  compensation  of  a 
leisurely  stroll  each  day  through  the  most  beautiful  city  in 
the  world  (and  the  lads  in  the  Athletic  Department  tell  me 
that  I'm  looking  after  my  heart  with  the  walk). 

Tattersalls  Club  moved  from  its  previous  site  in  Pitt 
Street  to  Elizabeth  Street  in  1927.  Other  sites  were 
considered  including  one  in  Phillip  Street,  but  the 
members  felt  that  a  vacant  site  would  allow  them  to  build 
a  club  house  which  reflected  the  requirements  of  their 
members  and  which  was  large  enough  to  accommodate 
the  then  novel  and  controversial  idea  of  an  indoor 
swimming  pool. 

There  were  also  historical  reasons  for  the  choice.  The 
first  Australian  racecourse  and  the  first  organised  race 
meeting  are  said  to  have  been  in  what  is  now  Hyde  Park 
and  the  club  that  must  have  been  a  predecessor  of  the 
current  tattersalls  Club  apparently  overlooked  the  entire 
course  ...  "the  starting  and  winning  posts  stood  at  the  top 
of  Market  Street.  The  course  ran  round  by  St  James 
Church,  thence  past  St  Mary's  Cathedral  along  College 
Street,  turned  the  corner  of  Oxford  Street  and  rounded 
Liverpool  Street  to  come  into  the  long  straight  of 


Elizabeth  Street  to  the  winning  post.  The  distance  was 
one  and  a  quarter  miles  ...  the  whole  course  can  be  seen 
from  the  windows  of  Tattersalls  Club". 

Sporting  interests  were  always  to  the  forefront  in  the 
minds  of  tattersalls  members  and  the  Club  has  been  a 
mecca  for  sportsmen  of  all  kinds.  Cricket  and  golf  as  well 
as  billiards  and  snooker  were  popular.  And,  of  course,  the 
new  pool  began  a  strong  swimming  tradition  which 
continues  today. 

So,  the  members  of  tattersalls  were  clear  minded  and 
independent  types,  never  willing  to  accept  second  best 
and  prepared  to  take  a  risk  to  further  their  interests  and 
the  interests  of  others.  Racing  and  sport  were  their 
common  interests  and  the  reason  for  them  to  come 
together.  They  were  often  the  most  successful 
businessmen  of  the  day  as  well  and  they  had  a  generous 
spirit  in  the  main,  since  the  records  show  that  tattersalls 
was  often  a  supporter  of  the  city’s  charities  and  deserving 
young  sportsman.  For  many  years,  no  overseas  sporting 
team  would  pass  through  Sydney  without  visiting  the  Club. 

If  I  look  back  on  my  many  years  on  various  committees 
of  tattersalls,  there  is  no  single  thing  that  I  regard  as 
more  important  than  the  restoration  in  the  Club  of  our 
sporting  culture.  Perhaps  we  needed  to  remind  ourselves 
of  our  past  and  of  the  relevance  to  today's  city  life  of  a 
club  that  caters  for  the  health  and  well-being  of  men  who 
even  still  aspire  to  the  company  of  sportsmen  and  the 
special  environment  that  results  from  that. 

Tattersalls  was  always  a  very  different  club  from  the  rest 
and  so  it  is  today,  thank  heavens.  I  shall  continue  to  enjoy 
my  occasional  visits  to  my  friends'  clubs  and  I  shall  also 
take  in  the  noise  and  excitement  of  the  new  genre  of  city 
bars  and  cafes.  But  for  as  long  and  as  often  as  I  can,  I 
shall  happily  walk  the  extra  block  or  so  to  Elizabeth  Street.

VALE  MALCOLM  STENING 

Malcolm  Stening,  who  died  at  the  tragically  young  age  of 
58,  was  nothing  if  not  a  great  club  man.  He  was  for  many 
years  a  committeeman  of  Tattersall’s  Club  and  was  a 
member  of  David  Dransfield’s  committee  at  the  time  of 
the  decision  to  redevelop  the  clubhouse  in  the  late  ‘80s. 

I  can  still  today  hear  Malcolm’s  deep,  booming,  cultured 
tones  as  he  spoke  often  and  loudly  about  club  issues  at 
members’  and  committee  meetings.  Malcolm  held  strong 
and  often  passionate  views  about  most  everything  and 
he  was  never  shy  about  speaking  up.  In  doing  so,  he  was 
always  clear-minded,  fair  and  never  swayed  by  political 
considerations.  No  wonder  he  was  held  in  such  high 
regard  by  his  fellow  members  who  shared  his 
conversation  at  the  end  of  the  bar,  or  who  joined  Malcolm 
for  a  refreshing  dip  in  the  pool. 


Paula  Castela  has  rejoined  tattersalls  as 
Membership  Officer.  Members  will  remember 
Paula’s  smiling  face  in  the  Club’s  office  prior  to 
her  leaving  two  years  ago.  This  new  dedicated 
position  will  provide  Members  with  a  direct 
contact  point  for  all  membership  enquiries.

EUROPEAN 
FARES 

A  trip  to  Europe  offers  a  plethora  of  airline  choices 
amongst  Asian  and  European  carriers  including  Qantas, 
the  latter  with  at  least  six  economy  fares  in  any  one 
season.  Multiply  this  by  four  for  each  season  and  you 
have  24  economy  fares  to  Europe  just  for  Qantas.  The 
cheapest  fares  use  the  major  European  capitals-London, 
Frankfurt,  Paris  and  Rome  as  gateways.  What  many 
travellers  do  not  realise  is  that  travel  via  these  hubs  can 
be  maximised,  as  some  fares  permit  two  extra  flights 
from  the  Europe  entry  point.  For  instance  London 
/Shannon  return  or  about  $240  above  the  base  levels  to 
more  distant  cities  such  as  Zagreb  or  Malta. 

Wading  through  the  labrynth  of  fares  is  confusing  to  say  the 
least  especially,  taking  the  Asian  carriers  into  account. 
Singapore  Airlines  offers  fares  combining  two  gateways 
say  a  routing  Sydney/Istanbul/London  /Sydney  (using  BA) 

-  a  non-star  partner  or  points  from  the  hub  with  Lufthansa. 

When  two  flights  in  Europe  are  not  enough  airpasses 
come  into  play.  Based  on  miles  flown,  fares  start  from 
Aud  $100  (one  world)  or  US  60  (star)  for  249  miles. 
Some  airlines  offer  bargain  Europe  fares  -  Swissair  from 
$180  per  Europe  sector. 

The  best  advice  we  can  give  is  to  give  all  the  stops  that 
you  want  to  the  travel  adviser  and  then  wait  for  the 
options!!!.  Try  this  via  the  internet  and  good  luck.  We 
have  not  seen  laterally  thinking  computers  yet.

How  long  have  you  been  at  tatts? 

I’ve  been  here  one  and  a  half  years.  I  was  running  the 
kitchen  with  Guillaume  Brahimi  during  the  Olympics. 
Before  that  I  was  with  him  at  Quay  Restaurant  for  a  year. 

Where  are  you  from  originally?

What  is  your  present  occupation?

I  moved  to  Sydney  14  years  ago.  It  has  taken  me, 
personally  and  professionally,  to  all  extremes.  Sydney 
forces  you  to  experience  life,  not  watch  it.  I  love  the  joint. 

I  try  to  explain  Sydney  to  people  who  don't  live  here,  and 
I  think  the  best  analogy  is  New  York.  Not  that  Sydney  is 
like  New  York,  she’s  way  more  than  that.  New  Yorkers 
know  they’re  New  Yorkers  first  and  Americans  second. 
The  rest  of  America  knows  it  too.  They  all  see  New  York 
as  unique  in  their  country  with  a  character  entirely  her 
own.  The  rest  of  the  world  even  seems  to  understand 
that  it  is  a  city  that  stands  largely  removed  from  the 
balance  of  the  national  psyche. 


Delivering  my  daughter,  who  had  the  impeccably  good 
taste  to  be  born  on  Sir  Donald  Bradman's  90th  birthday. 
In  my  final  season  of  competitive  cricket,  opening  the 
bowling  for  my  new  club  in  Auckland  and  claiming  my 
first  ever  hat  trick.

I  walked  out  of  my  first  marriage  (at  her  insistence)  in 
1992  with  just  a  suitcase.

I  played  League  in  Queensland, 
Rugby  at  boarding  school.  I  was  goalie  for  the  house 
soccer  team  and  I  have  had  2  runs  of  Gaelic.  I  would 
have  loved  to  play  American  football  as  well.  No  such 
thing  as  a  bad  code  of  football,  but  the  one  they  play  in 
heaven  really  fires  me  up.  Singing  and  dancing  at 
Carisbrooke  last  year  when  the  Wallabies  tore  asunder 
96  years  of  Rugby  history  was  one  of  the  greatest 
moments  of  my  life.  I  love  Sailing,  Tennis,  Snooker,  Golf
